THE ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


OF THE 


TOWN OF KENSINGTON. 


A report of the Schools of Kensington for the year ending 
March Ist, 1885, is herewith presented. It is a pleasure to 
be able to state that with a little exception the past year has 
been one of health for both teachers and scholars. | 

In the second District, the East and West schools were 
omitted for a few days on account of sickness among the 
scholars. With these exceptions the schools have been kept 
through the school year. 

Faithful and painstaking instruction has been given by the 
teachers. The scholars, with but few exceptions, have been 
respectful towards their teachqs and have made commenda- 
ble progress in their studies. | 

If we would secure the best results there is need, of course, 
of good teachers. But that is not all. The teachers them- 
selves need to have every facility that can be given them for 
the doing of good work. One needful help certainly is in the 
friendly co-operation of the parents and guardians of the 
scholars. | 

It is a matter of much encouragement that such co-opera- 
tion has been very general in connection with the schools 
during the past year. Another needed help is in the use of 
suitable text books. 

Upon examination of the text books in use in the schools

if was found that there were as many as three or four differ- 
ent arithmetics in use. This, in the judgment of the Super- 
intending Committee, was a manifest disadvantage. It made 
it necessary to multiply classes, distracting the attention and 
wasting the time of the teachers. A change has therefore 
been made in this’ direction. After personal examination, 
and the advice of several experienced teachers, the Franklin 
series of Arithmetics has been adopted instead of the three 
or four in previous use. ‘The practical work of the school- 
room is, after, all the best test, and we are informed by the 
teachers that these Arithmetics are answering their purpose 
well. 

teference was made in the last annual report to a law re- 
cently passed by the legislature of this state making ‘‘*Phy- 
siology and Hygiene, including special reference to the effect 
ofalcoholic stimulants and narcotics upon the human system,” 
a study for the more advanced scholars in the common 
schools. 

In compliance with that law, and at the suggestion of the 
State Superintendent of public instruction, a treatise on **The 
Human Body and its Health’ by Dr. Wm. T. Smith, Pro- 
fessor of Anatomy and Physiology in Dartmouth Medical 
College, has been introduced into the schools during the 
year. It has been studied in each of the schools with much 
interest and profit. One or twe more changes were desired 
by some, but the committee did not think the advantage to be 
gained would be sufficient to warrant any further expense in 
this direction. |

This school has been in the charge of Miss Titcomb during. 
the year. She has given that thorough instruction which is 
the fruit not only of experience but also of a real personal 
interest in her work. She has secured a good measure of 
proficiency on the part of her pupils. There were some frie- 
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tions during the second term of this school, which the com- 
mittee would most gladly have avoided ; but through the good 
sense of all concerned, the difficulty was for the most part 
overcome, and the school went on prosperously to its close.
